Preamble. 

Part I. 

As to Constructive or JParol Tenancies of Land let for Agricultural 
Purposes after the passing of this Act.

G. In case of Dispute such Lease shall be settled by the Chair- 
man of the County in which the Lands shall be situated.

7. To determine a Tenancy from Year to Year of Agricultural 

Land, Twelve Months Notice shall be necessary. 

8. Tenants from Year to Year of Agricultural Land shall be

Years of Agricultural Land. 

14). Every Landlord may grant a Lease in possession for Twenty - 
one Years of Agricultural Land, except a Landlord who is 
a Lessee. 

15. A new Lease for Twenty-one Years, made within Four Years 

of the Expiration of a subsisting Lease for Twenty-one 
Years to an occupying Tenant by his Landlord, shall be 
deemed to be a Lease in possession, though n.ot to com- 
mence till the Expiration of the old Lease. 

16. All such Leases shall be valid against the Grantor, and any 

future Owner of the Land, and all other Persons interested, 
except in certain Cases. 

17. If Landlord be evicted for Defect of Title within Two Years 

after the making of such Lease, the Lease shall be voidable 
at the Election of the new Landlord. 

18. A Successor to a limited Owner may object to a Lease for not 

having had reserved the best Rent ; and in that Case the 
Chairman may increase the Rent, and the Tenant shall pay 
the increased Rent, or the Lease shall be void.

30. And the Landlord shall not be liable to account for the 

Profits of the Land during the Period allowed for Redemp- 
tion. 

31. A Twenty -one Years Lease shall not operate as an outstanding 

legal Estate.

32. After Six Tears all Arrears of Bent shall be barred. 

33. Grazing Stock shall not be liable to a Landlord’s Distress for

Part VII.

35. An overholding Tenant shall for Two Years after the Expiration 

of his Lease be deemed a Tenant at Will only. 

36. And Possession may bo recovered on a parol Demand of 

Possession -within Six Months after the Expiration of the 
Tenancy, and on a written Demand afterwards. 

37. All Ejectments to recover Possession of Land ovcrlicld after 

the Expiration of a Lease may be brought before the 
Chairman of the County in which the Lands arc situated. 

Part VJII. 

As to Compensation Agreements. 

38. Every Landlord shall have Power to make Agreements to 

compensate Tenants for Improvements, which shall bind 
his Successors. 

39.. But no Agreement made by a limited Owner shall, bind his 
Successor for any greater Sum than Pour Years Rent of 
the Farm, unless the Improvements shall be sanctioned by 
and executed to the satisfaction of the Board of Works. 

40. No Sum paid by an incoming Tenant to recompense a Land- 
lord for what he may have paid to tfoo outgoing Tenant 
for Improvements or Compensation shall be doomed a Fine 
or Foregift.
